The state of the man’s wounds 
whenseen by Dr, Bzzx point very strongly 
to neglect—gross neglect—on the part of 
some one before that date. The Governor 
should order another inquest, or the 
Suprema Court—tho Chief Justice of which 
is the supreme Coraner—should direct 
one. The'verdict is as inconclusive and
